Has Just Begun 


Matthew Woll has been chosen to at- 
tempt to cover up the crime committed by 
the A. F. of L. Executive Council when it 
rejected the CIO unity proposals and rup- 

| tured the negotiations. 

a There is no mystery about the break- 
down of the unity negotiations. The Exec- 
utive Council was compelled to sit down to 
the negotiations table by the forthright 
unity moves of the CIO. Once they were ac- 
tually in the conference room, the A. F. of 
L. representatives considered it their job to 
find a formula which would help then shat- 
ter to pieces the magnificent organization 
that the CIO had built up in the mass produc- 
tion industries. 

The formula was finally found—and it 
was that which put the negotiations on the 
rocks for the time being. Said the Executive 

| Council: Let the two million members of the 

. original CIO unions return to the A. F. of L. 

2 and let's worry about the other two million 

4 later. To this the CIO replied: Let the en- 

tire four million be taken into the K. F. of 
L. and adjustment of differences be made 
later. 

Woll’s statement of yesterday now offers 
final proof that the CIO was absolutely right 
in refusing to leave the fate of 2,000,000 
workers up in the air while still outside the 
A. F. of L. 

Among the CIO unions which, according 
to Woll, present “more or less serious juris- 
dictional question,” is none other than the 
Steel Workers Organizing Committee, half 
a million strong! Whether the steel industry 
was to be organized along industrial lines or 
remain unorganized along Matthew Woll 
lines, was one of the main questions that 
resulted in the formation of the CIO. Now, 
after the CIO has achieved the organization 
of the steel industry for the first time in 
history, Woll and the Executive Council have 
the gall to say that it is still a question of 
jurisdiction! 

As if that didn’t give the whole show 
away, Woll goes even further. “CIO unions 
not previously affiliated with the A. F. of L. 
are made up,” he says, “mainly of dis- 
gruntled and dissatisfied elements previously 
in the A. F. of L.” In other words, the Ex- 
ecutive Council doesn’t want these workers 
at all. Their fate would be sealed even be- 
fore conferences began—that is, if the CIO 

„ had agreed to abandon them. 

While Woll is openly trying to shift the 
blame for the breakdown of negotiations 
from the Executive Council to the CIO, from 
other quarters come more careful efforts at 
the same thing. For example, the New 
Leader, organ of the right wing Socialists, 
tries to hide the crime of the Executive 
Council by spreading the guilt on both par- 
ties. 

The fight for unity has only begun. And 
more clearly the A. F. of L. Executive Coun- 
cil stands exposed as the disrupters, and the 
more strongly the workers rally around the 
program of the CIO, the sooner will that 
unity be achieved. 


The Power That 


Assistant Attorney General Robert H. 
Jackson pulled no punches in his radio 
. speech Sunday night. He flatly declared that 
__ price-boosting by the monopolies was the 
_ Major factor responsible for the recession 
and called for government action to protect 
the small business men and the people as a 
whole from the vicious practices of the Wall 
Street Trusts. 
Jackson cited chapter and verse. The in- 
ereases in iron and steel prices “were three 
times as great as necessary to cover the in- 
creased wages paid to steel workers and at 
least twice the amount necessary to cover 
the increases in the cost of labor and raw 
material during the same period.” 
Jackson lashed out at those who call for 
a reduction in government expenditures for 
social purposes as a means of restoring 
“business confidence.” That was just what 
the government had been doing in the past 
fiscal year, he pointed out, “but monopoly, 
1 by trying to skim all the cream off recovery 
for itself, belied the plain meaning of its 
promise.” | 
9 He insisted that, on the contrary, greater 
dSpending was necessary and that the rich 
would have to pay for it. 
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the country, will have to bear the major part of 
that burden. 

“We cannot and will not surrender the rights 
of the average man gained under the New Deal 
merely because the few insist on trading the last 
ounce of concession out of the government as the 
price of putting capital back to work.” 

In other words, the government will re- 


fuse to be blackjacked by the sitdown strike 
of Wall Street. ‘ 
Those are courageous words, But if they 
are to “sink in” on Congress, if this amg 
to prevent the monopolies from driving the 
country into disaster is to produce results, 
the organized strength of the American peo- 
ple will have to be put behind it. 

A broad people’s movement, supporting 
the New Deal and representing the labor, 
farm and middle-class groups of the coun- 
try, is the only power that can defeat the 
Big Business conspiracy against recovery, 
put to rout the Tory coalition in Congress, 
and write the election mandate of 1936 
into the law of the land.

The Japanese Military 


Prepare More ‘Incidents’ 


To a Japanese fascist-militarist the con- 
clusion of one incident (such as the Panay 
sinking) seems to be only the prelude for 
preparing others. 

No sooner than the Panay bombing had 
been declared a closed matter after the guar- 
antees of the Tokio government, when the 
Japanese military arrogantly laid the ground 
for an endless chain of incidents—unless the 
war-mad samurais are stopped, as they can 
well be, by the collective action of the people 
and the governments of the nations threat- 
ened. 

A Shanghai spokesman for the Japanese 
army command on Chinese soil announced, 
in a manner usual with the fascist-militarist 
invaders of China, that hereafter Japanese 
army “law” will apply to all foreigners on 
“conquered” soil. By this means, the Japa- 
nese army leaders intend to rule everybody, 
including foreigners doing business with 
China, missionaries, travelers, teachers and 
newspapermen, within the range of Japanese 
artillery and machine-guns, with an iron 
military hand. 

Why is this rule made? First, the Japa- 
nese want to destroy every possibility of get- 
ting the truth out of the territory they have 
invaded and raped. Second, they want to 
root out every possibility of citizens of the 
United States, France, Great Britain and the 
Soviet Union supplying China with food, 
medical supplies or other means of saving 
the Chinese from untold suffering. Third, 
they want to destroy the business and com- 
merce of every one of their competitors. 

By one strike, the Japanese military 
wants to take the prerogatives of all of 
China's treaties exclusively on their own 
gold-braided shoulders. 

The Japanese military have not yet put 
their sweeping and Satanic scheme for an 
army rule within the shadow of their guns 
in China. The “spokesman’s” proclamation 
was a feeler. It leaves the way open for 
overt acts and for Tokio to confirm or deny. 
The sequel depends on the democratic powers 
which can scotch the whole war- breeding 
scheme at its very inception. 

An ounce of prevention in China is worth 
a ton of cure. Collective action now of the 
peace-loving powers can forestall any further 
incidents and move in a positive way to re- 
store and preserve world peace.
